At 1:40 this afternoon children jumped out 
through the tired door of a white stucco building 
bearing a simple legend, “Public School — 1855.” 


Some youngsters cleared the porch in a couple 
of bounds, some took two steps at a time down the 
worn concrete stairs leading to the street, and some 
even stopped to look back before racing off into 
the long summer vacation. 


Inside, like lingering mourners, the teachers 
devoted themselves to checking crates of books 
or any other small ceremony befitting the death 
of a schoolhouse — the funeral of a philosophy. 


Before Incorporation 


The Hulmeville Elementary School, built be­ 
fore the borough it rests in was incorporated, 
will be finished with the business of educating the 
community’s children. 


Next fall, temporary classes, not necessarily 
composed of Hulmeville children, may occupy the 
building before they are shifted to a new school 
now under construction. But it’ll only be tempor­ 
ary and Hulmeville students themselves will be 
studying at the Herbert Hoover School, a modern 
plant built in the late 1950’s and a few hundred 
feet away in Middletown Township. 


Promise For Future 


According to the president of the Hulmeville 
School Board, Howard A. Martin, the passing 
brings a promise for the future. 


“Sentiment does not educate our children,” he 
said sadly.

Reporter Infiltrates Bucks - Montgomery Party 
Teenage Nazi Leads Anatomy Of Hate 


Editor’s Note: This is the first of a series of five 
articles on the inner workings of a developing cell 
of neo-Nazi activity in the Bucks-Montgomery Coun­ 
ty area. It follows a lengthy investigation by Staff 
Writer Daniel W. Costello dating back to 1962. 


The series might well be entitled “An Anatomy 
of Hate” for it shows inherent dangers of youthful 
fanaticism and how one boy had led many gullible 
citizens, young and old alike, into support of his 
“hate” leader, George Lincoln Rockwell. The name 
of the boy in this series has been changed to elimi­ 
nate personal publicity on which he, and others 
like him, thrive.

I had the chilling feeling of being watched as 
I approached the Willow Grove headquarters of Nazi 
activity on a cold November night in 1962. 


I was to meet with Mel Gordon, 16-year-old self- 
appointed leader of a teenage neo-Nazi group known 
as the Fighting American Nationalists, 


As I neared the one-story building located on 
Davisville Road, only minutes away from the heart 
of Willow Grove’s business district, I could see pic­ 
tures of Adolph Hitler pasted against the battered 
windows. 
Sees Nazi Flag 


Gordon, who leads the current American Nazi 
party’s membership drive in the Greater Philadel­ 
phia area, was alone as I entered the dimly lit room. 


My eyes quickly focused on a Nazi flag attached 
to one wall. Other walls were decorated by photo­ 
graphs of Hitler and George Lincoln Rockwell, 
commander of the American Nazi party. A pot-bel­ 
lied stove provided heat. 


Gordon, a tall, thin youngster, quickly confirm­ 


ed my suspicion that my entrance was watched 
by others than himself. 
/ 
Through a window, he pointed to two men, 
whom he claimed were members of the Anti-Defa­ 
mation League, a Jewish organization, which was 
keeping a watchful eye on Gordon’s activities. 


Discussed Plans 


During the first hour of what was to be a two 
and-a-half year acquaintance, Gordon and I dis­ 
cussed the aims of the Fighting American National­ 
ists in general and the American Nazi party in 
specific. 


By prearranged plan with police, I sympathized 
with Gordon’s attitude toward Jews and Negroes. 
Gordon said he would join Rockwell’s group upon

S Sgt. John R. DeLay, 26, of 
Morrisville, is a 
paratrooper, 
and in the words of his moth­ 
er, "A good one.” 
For that reason the Morris­ 
ville High School graduate has 
been in the Dominican Republic 
almost since the beginning of 
hostilities there and is now mov­ 
ing his family back to Morris­ 
ville 
in 
preparation 
for 
his 
transfer to Viet Nam. 
His mother, Mrs. Roy DeLay, 
who lost one son in the service 
and had another one severely 
wounded, 
is 
proud 
of 
John. 
Proud, only as a mother can 
be Proud, but concerned. 
Engineer 
His letters from the Domini­ 
can Republic where he is work­ 
ing as a combat engineer clean­ 
ing up the strife-torn city 
of 
Santo Domingo, 
keep her 
in 
close touch with her soldier-son. 
She said recently that his de- 
scription of the condition of the 
capital city 
clearly 
depicted 
what the people there are suf­ 
fering. 
‘‘Children 
are 
hungry 
and 
have no clothes” he wrote. ‘‘The 
dead are lying in the streets, 
there is no one to take care of 
them. The 
stench is 
unbear­ 
able.” 
Sgt. DeLay has been charged 
with the task of cleaning up the 
barricades and removing the de­ 
bris of w ar from the streets. 
Wife Helps 
Sgt. DeLay’s wife, the former 
Virginia Duff, of Morrisville, 
joined with other service wives 
at Ft. Bragg, N.C., to aid the 
stricken people of the Domini­ 


can Republic by sending them 
clothing and other necessities of 
life. 


But, suddenly, Sgt. D .‘Lay’s 
service there has been termin­ 
ated his mother said. He has re­ 
ceived word that he and lour 
other top paratroopers are be­ 
ing sent to Viet Nam to take 
part in the military operations 
there.
